You do nat hear much about it because many of 


@| the victims are poor out of town folks who are in 


mine, store or factory in some distant Village or 
some hig city,-but the system used to notify prop- 
erty owners that their holdings in this city have 
been improved is dne of the crying shames that is 
doing Richmond more harm than any one other 
thing. The system is legal allright and so the vie- 
tims just yell until they are black in the face and 
then pay. —— 8 

Recently when Cutting Boulevard was paved for 
miles through a territory on which there are less 
than fifty buildings, an agent for the contractor 
complied with the law by walking in front of each 
lot and shouting a rigerhole something like this: 
John Jones, John Jones, in the name of the Bunk 
paving company, I hereby demand $960 (or some- 
other sum) for street work performed in front of 
your property. ‘‘The law was satisfied and the poor 
dam victim what does he amount too. The law says 
that you must serve notice on the property. But 
if you are living in Podunk of Honolulu or Visalia 
or some other burg you do not know anything about 
it for maybe years afterwards or you want to sell 
your property. Then you find a collection of leins 
lawyers fees, constables notices and God knows what 
not that the petty leaches who hang out about the 
courts have tacked onto the land in addition to 
the improvement. ar ‘ 

There are so inany assessments against property 
in Richmond for sewers, intersections, paving and 
a lot of other stuff that even many property own- 
ers right here in town do not konw that they have 
been assessed and have failed to pay. 

The only remedy is for the state improvement 
act that bill of 1911 that the contractors got on 
the-books—or to have the city council adopt some 
otlér system. Its only one of the many stings that
